This strikes at the heart of the solvency 


of the whole Menominee community and 
the success of the federal termination ex- 
periment. The conservation commission 
owes the Indians, as well as the state as a 
whole, the most careful consideration of 
the cutting modifications to prevent the 
collapse of the Menominee demonstration 
of economic self-reliance. 


The extent to which other countries 


have been expanding trade Avith the Com- 
munist countries, not only the Soviet Union 
and its satellites, but Red China, Albania 
and Cuba, has begun to get some publicity 
since the decision of Canada and the United 
States to sell wheat to Russia. Now the 
House of Representatives and the Senate

which should discourage a certain type of 
trade. 


The amendment passed by the House 


flatly forbids giving economic or military 
aid to any country which supplies Cuba 
with military or other strategic supplies or 
any cargoes at all. The Senate amendment 
is somewhat softer; it would permit some 
leeway if the President of the United States 
declared our aid to a particular country 
was important to our security no matter 
what the recipient was doing about Cuba. 
It would cut off aid to any country which 
"failed to take steps that are appropriate1' 
to prevent the'use of its ships or aircraft 
in bringing arms and similar materials to 
Cuba. But if the President intervened our 
aid could continue to a nation which was 
bringing other cargo to Cuba or permitting 
its ships to do so.

Magazine, in an article head- 
ed "Hate Campaign."

tien writes, "I was in favor of 
teaching children facts." Now 
facts and truth are not the 
same. It is the teaching of 
facts without the moral con- 
cept of truth that the patriotic 


organizations oppose. A fact 
without truth may be a dan- 
gerous sophistry and the main 
design of the patriotic groups 
is to fight this dangerous trend 
in the schools. Mr. Braden re- 
fuses to see the facts of statis- 
tics on delinquincy in its rela- 
tion to the teaching of "facts" 
rather than "truth". 


To illustrate, conditioned re- 


flexes of Pavlov are facts as 
related to animal experimenta- 
tion. The truth is that children 
are not animals but children of 
God with a m o r a l nature. 
Stressing the fact of their pos- 
session of condition reflexes 
as in animals can be used to 
weaken their willpower to in- 
duce them to act as animals. 
Such scientistic psychology is 
rite in schools today. 


This is little enough effort to 


stir a critical estimate in the 
common reader of the nation- 
wide propaganda effort of Look 
Magazine a n d while not a 
member of any of the patriotic 
organizations mentioned I sym- 
pathize with their objectives 
and methods.
